The President Desires One Cre- 


ated by Congress. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 17.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says: 
President -McKInley will, it Is expect- 


ed, devote considerable attention in his 
forthcoming annual message to another 
executive branch of the 
government, 
with a cabinet officer at its head, to 
have charge of interstate and foreign 
commerce. 
It aeema to be pretty well 
settled that a recommendation will be 
made for a' new department of com- 
merce, but Its full scope Is still a mat- 
ter for discussion and .will probably not 
be decided -until various subordinate 
officials' of the government have sub- 
mitted the data which they have been 
requested to furnish and there has been 
. general exchange of views around the 
cabinet table. 
As early as June last the President 
began to give consideration to this sub- 
Ject and at that time called for data 
concerning the control "f colonies by 
foreign powers and of the extension of 
our commerce into foreign fields. A 
great deal of this information has been 
compiled and various officials of the 
administration are working on indi- 
vidual plans for the creation of such 


new department as proposed. There- 
are some differences of. opinion as to 
putting the new colonial possessions 
under the control of a department to 
be devoted chiefly to commerce. 
Some officials favor the creation.of a 


new bureau in the state department to 
have control of the colonies and the 
creation of a new executive department 
which will absorb all.brariches relating 
to the regulation- of interstate com- 
merce and the extension of our foreign 
fields which are now scattered among 
the several existing executive depart- 
ments. 
All agree, however, that the 


?ar department, which IB now In con- 
trol of all of the new dependencies, Is 
not tbe proper department to have jur- 
isdiction over these possessions when 
a civil government has been substitut- 
ed for the military.

Rev. L. M. Walters of the Congrega- 


tional church delivered a lecture yes- 
terday afternoon at the weekly meet- 
ing of the Pai.ui Lecture Club.

topic was "Practical versus Superfi- 
' ' Education." 
The" address was 


carefully listened to by the members. 


Rev. Walters began by describing the 
resent hasty, fevered form 
of 
the 


world's civilization. 
The first purpose 


of man is to get a thing done as quickly 
as possible, while thoroughness is a 
later conpideratfon. 
"This system," 


he said, "affects our education and the 
people who result from the systems are 
'superficial!!.' 
Hut the superficial man 


misses the very best things in llf) 
the thoughts, passions 
and 
feelings 


that make life worth living. "I must 
not be understood as advocating less 
Iw>ok learning, a more limited course of 
study nor less thoroughness. 
What is 


needed is more independence of think- 
ing, greater self-reliance and less learn- 
ing thtncrs by rote on the part of the 
pupil . This requires reflection, rel 


lection, comparison, self-exploration." 
Superficiality is most frequently seen, 


said the speaker, in the 
education 


of the children of the rich parents 
having fnH Opportunities to give their 
hildron every education who try to 
force them to follow their ideals unnat 
nr.il to them and so they grow up men- 
tatlv misshapen ami dwarfed. 
The world is making: such rapid p 


press that the superficial cannot be en- 
dured and will lie left behind In tin 
rare. 
People will make the moat of 


their opportunities, as. for instance, 
the -recent advance of women to their 
present plane in the social and Indus 
trial world. 
The superficial man I: 


a clop to this world's progress. When 
he attains public place, having few 
Idi^ls of his oiv-n. he must borrow, and 
falls to accomplish what those can who 
are masters of their own thought. The 
superficial men in public !lf> are men 
of many types—empyrics, tyros, char- 
latans and pretenders. 


The world must have, said Mr. Wal- 


ters, an educated and trained leader- 
ship. 
Anft everyone, whether he Is to 


T>e a leader or not, should he thoroughly 
trained In one thing. The memory and 
the will, were spoken of as human 
faculties which must bo trained to 
avoid superficiality. 
Teaching, to he 


effective, must l»e through nature and 
by example. 
The speaker mentioned 


Instances to show the advance our edu- 
cational system Is taking In nature 
teaching. 


There must he ivn Intelligent control 


of all things that supply human needs, 
"We know no question that agitates 
the minds of thoughtful men and wo-

Of the western limits of Fresno, the 
cloud dropped quitft low and occasioned 
considerable alarm. 
As It approached 
nearer to the city it took a rapid ilight 
upwards und finally dissipated itself 
among certain masses of clouds." 


Mr. Hoiton v-aa very anxious io ob- 
tain a photograph "of the strange visit- 
ant in these skies, tind he trie/J to get 
Mr. Higirins to take a snap of it, hut 
was unal.le to have it done in time. 
When asked if anything like it had 
ever been seen In "these parts" before, 
Mr. Bolton sa4d that he did not think 
the ''oldest Inhabitant" ever had seen 
such another sight. 
It will be observed that Mr. Bolton 
uses the word "tornado" In Its correct 
scientific signification. 
The phenome- 


non seen yesterday was an incipient 
tornado, or what is popularly but In- 
correctly called a cyclone in the East- 
ern states. 
These phenomena are usually accam- 


panicd by such an atmospheric disturb- 
ance as was witnessed yesterday. 
The 


air was surcharged with electricity and 
forked lightning flashed in all direc- 
tions, followed by heavy rolls of thun- 
der. 
The rain came down in drops as 


big as peas, and in the midst of the 
downpour a heavy hail storm occurred. 
It looked as if nature,was discharging 
her thirteen-inch guna.'rapid-fire guns, 
pop-guns and all kinds of artillery at 
the same time. 
Those who didn't hap- 


pen to throw up umbrellas were in a 
bad fix, unless they chanced to be un- 
der a friendly awning1. 


Considerable damage was done by 
the storm to the west of town. 
And 
by the way. It is a rather singular fact, 
that when the rain was coming down 
heaviest in Fresno, there was no rain 
to the west. , In West Park and at 
Raston no precipitation occurred yes- 
terday afternoon, although it had 
rained In the forenoon. 


At Mr. May's ranch in West Park, 
or Fresno colony, on the hill, next to 
Lorenzo Church's place, several peach 
trees were torn up and a large limb was 
shorn off an umbrella tree. It is sup- 
posed the tree had been struck by ' 
lightning. A cooler was swept off the 
front porch and carried fifty feet from 
the house. Raisin trayfl were lifted 
und carried through the air for a con- 
siderable distance. This was proba- 
bly the outer zone of high wind sur- 
rounding the tornado, as it dipped 
quite low at about that point. 
Mr. Knight, living a mile south of 


town, also reports that the "cyclone" 
struck his place, uprooted eight trees 
and unroofed his neighbor's shed. He 
could *?•* raisin trays and other port- 
ble property flying-through the air. 
South of the oil tanks was to be 
seen . another 
unusual sUht, 
The 


ground for a great distance was cov- 
ered with hail, several inches deep, 
shining dazzingly bright- in the sun- • 
light. Mr. Bolton explained that hail 
always went in certain paths and that 
the heaviest of the storm occurred In 
the vicinity of the oil tanks.

Growers' Association at their meeting 
yesterday passed the following resolu- 
tion: 


It is resolved thct under clause 9 > 


of the packers' contract, written • 
consent is. hereby given to all As- 
sociation packers to pack raisins 
purchased by them from growers 
outside the association, but it Is 
upon the condition that if such pur- 
chased raisins shall exceed their al- 
lotment they shall pay ?2 per ton 
for all In excess of their allotment, 
said $2 per ton to he reserved from 
the $i per ton deposited as a guar- 
antee fund. 
Last evening Mr. Kearney said to a 


Republican reporter: 
-I desire to say 
to the growers that this ia the height 
of the season for selling raisins and the 
packers have orders that they are un- 
able to fill and they do not dare to com- 
mit themselves to .sales of raisins and 
find perhaps that it would be impossi- 
ble to fill orders. 
The remedy for that 


is for the growers to hurry their rai- 
sins into the packing house just aa 
rapidly as possible. 
Nothing can be 


gained by holding them back now, be- 
cause the 
association will not raise 
prices any more this season, and it is 
of the greatest importance to the grow- 
ers themselves that we help the pack- 
ers to fill these orders while the East- 
ers public are asking for raisins. 
I 


would urge growers therefore to make 
an effort, even though the roads are 
bad and that there is danger of show- 
ers to haul their raisins to the pack- 
ing houses without another day's de- 
lav 


"I would also like tn warn growers 
that the heavy showers of today and 
last night have, no douht, turned some 
sand on raisins in the lower tray of 
each stack in the vineyards. 
Now 
growers should be careful not to mix 
trays of raisins that arc sandy with 
other raising that have no sand nt all 
because a little sand mixed 
In 
the 
sweat box will condemn the 
whole

Mineral King, Mount Whitney, 
etc.From here Mr. Needham will go to 
Southern California to visit San Diego 
and Inspect the harbor site: also the 
Indian reservation at San Jaclnto and 
the school at Perris.

The belief at the War Department Is 
that the series of promotions and re- 
tirements, following Shatters remova 
from the active list will result In Gen- 
eral Lawton getting the brigadier-gen- 
eralship^ and that the next vacancy in 
that rank in January, 1900, following 
the retirement of General Anderson 
will be filled by General Macarthur. 


Ail of the present general officers ol 


the regular army will retire before Gen. 
eral Lawton, with the exception 
ol 


Brigadier General Wade, who retires 
April 14, I»7. General Lawton wil 
retire one month earlier. Should any- 
thing happen to General Wade, Genera 
Lawton hy his appointment now woul< 
be the Immediate successor of Genera 
Miles upon his retirement in 1903 am 
would have command of the army for 
nearly four years. Whether appointed 
now or In January,. General Macarthur 
if he lives,, will be sure to be the com 
mandlng general for at least two 
years.

from tyranny than remain an exile 
for life. 
General Ezeta, said he and 


his party would confer with the Mexi- 
can executive on the subject of a revo- 
lution In San Salvador for the over- 
throw of the present administration.

It is understood that General Eieta 


will offer to turn San Salvador, when 
subjugated, to the republic of Mexico, 
in return for the financial aid of the 
Mexican government in bis venture.

immediate effect of free trade between 
the East and "West Indies and the Uni- 
ted States would be to seriously Jeop- 
ardize American agriculture. 
The ci- 
gar tobacco Industry in the United 
States, both In culture and 
manufac- 


ture, must be obliterated if cigars and 
leaf come in duty free from the tropics. 
Our domestic sugar producing Indus- 
try cannot stand up against free sugar 
from Cuba, Porto Rica and Hawaii and 
the Philippines. 
"The vital issue therefore is shall the 


industrial and political policy of the 
United States be revolutionized for the 
benefit of a single monopoly—the sugar 
refiners trust? 
"Shall we foster the sugar Industry 
abroad to the destruction of the sugar 
production at home? 
"The west and south would be sadly 


held back in their development by any 
policy that might thus interfere with 
thft largest growth of these and other 
phases of their agriculture. 
I firmly 
believe that we should 'annex the arid 
west* instead of the tropics. 
A few 
millions for federal storage reservoirs 
and Irrigation would yield vastly great- 
er returns to the United States than 
Oriental trade. 
The competition of 
tropical agriculture will injure our 
farmers of the east • a thousandfold 
more than development of the arid 
west, or of the as yet untouched re- 
itources of our own south and south- 
west. Our home trade is ten times as 
valuable as our foreign commerce—our 
life here infinitely more Important to 
us than conditions abroad. 
Let us 
first cherish the former without neg. 
lect of the latter." 
Following Mr. Myrick's speech, a 
general discussion of the Philippine 
question occupied the time until noon. 
A public mass meeting- was then held. 
Congressman J. J. Lentz, and Rev. 
Herbert S. Bigelow of Cincinnati, de- 
livered speeches. 
During Rev. Biselow's speech a sen- 
sation was caused by a stylishly dress- 
ed woman who arose in the audience 
and extending her gloved hand toward 
the American flag which hung suspen- 
ded over the speaker, exclaimed: 
"Take down that flag; don't disgrace 
it any .longer." 
She was hurried from the hall by a 
friend and as she left the building she 
refused to give her name, but said she 
was the sister of one soldier, daughter 
of another and the wife of another -all 
of them fighting in the Philippines. 


A declaration of principles was un- 
animously adopted. 
It denounced the 
policy of imperialism as hostile to lib- 
erty, as unusual and as tending- toward 
militarism. 
The policy of the present 
national administration is condemned 
and the Immediate cessation of the 
Philippine war demanded. 


Continuing, It says: 
"We propose to 
contribute to the defeat of any persons 
or parties that stands for the forcible 
subjugation of any people. 
We shall 
oppose for re-election all who in the 
White House or In Congress betray 
American liberty in pursuit of un-Am- 
erican ends. We shall hope that both 
our great political parties will support' 
and defend the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence of the United States."

MANILA, Oct. 18, 10.30 p.m.—The 
consuls in Manila, have received from 
Tarlac, where It is believed Aguinaldo 
is, a book containing the correspond- 
ence between him and the American 
commanders and consuls, in which, as 
he contended in his recent appeal for 
recognition, the 
Filipinos find the 
basis for their assertion that the Amer- 
ican government recoffnlz«s their" sov- 
ereignty, and promised them Independ- 
ence 
The book is addressed to the 
members of the United States congress 
and contains a long argument by S«nor 
Buencamlno of the so-called cabinet of 
Aguinaldo, and alleged letters written 
bv Mr. Wildman, United States consul 
at Hongkong to Aguinaldo in June and 
July of last year. It has made a sen- 
sation among the Spaniards here. 
Replying to Agulnaldc's request tbat 


the Americans would arrange for the 
shipment of 
Spanish 
prisoners to 


Hongkong relieving the Filipinos of the 
expense of ' maintaining them., Mr. 
Wildman wrote: "Never mind feeding 
them. A meal every day of course and 
water would be a good diet 
They 
have been.living too high during the 
last few years. As the Spaniards want 
more bloodshed in thft Philippines, I 
trust you will let them have a taste of 
real war. 
Do not be so tender with 
them. 
Handle them as the-, treated 


you."Mr. Wildman's letters 'deal largely 
with the shipment of arms. The whole 
correspondence, however, contains no 
promises of Independence.

Ten former Spanish soldiers who were 
captuted by the Filipinos-and for a 
time acted as officers and members of 
a Filipino artillery regiment; located in 
tlie vicinity of Santa Rosa, In the l*a- 
guna de Bay district, determined to 
surrender the artillery to the Ameri- 
cans. 
The plot was discovered by the 
Filipinos, who killed seven of the con- 
spirators, the other three escaping to 
Manila. 
It appears that when the surrender 


was agreed upon, the Spaniards dele- 
Rated one of their number to proceed to 
Manila, and to propose to General Otis 
to surrender after a pre-arranged mock 
battle, /about twelve pieces, 
including 


Krupp and Ngrdenfeldt rapid-fire snns, 
well supplied with ammunition from 
the Llppa powder factory. In exchange 
for certain sums to be paid to the Span- 
iards, who were to be pardoned 
for 
carrying arms against the Americans 
and to be transported to Spain. 


The delegate left Santa Rosa and, ac- 


companied by three Filipinos, entered 
the American lines at Calamba, The 
Filipinos did not proceed far, deciding 
Lo wait his return at a Riven time. As 
Lhe delegate was detained 
In Manila 


longer than they expected they grew 
suspicious and returned to Santa Rosa. 


The plot was then revealed and the 


remaining Spaniards were attacked. 
The gunboat Napidan, coasting near 
lanta. Rosa, perceived two men on the 
beach hurriedly embarking in a canoe, 
and pushing out toward them, she took 
.hem on board and they reported that 
he Filipinos on discovering the plot to 
nrrrender the- artillery had cut the 
Jiroats of seven of their Spanish com- 
>anions and that they themselves had 
Mrely escaped with their -lives.

General Otis had declined their offer 
hrourh their delei^ate to surrender the 
artillery for money but he promises to' 
send the fhwe to Spain.
